is the bursting of an overheated stove. An 
alarm wes sounded at once, and Steamer No. 2 
promptiy responded.

_Bpectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
Wasninoton, D. C., Feb. 18.—In the House 
today, Mr. Hiscock, Chairman of the Appropria- 
tions Committee, by excellent management, 
succeeded in keeping the members at work, and 
in passing the Deficiency bill, which appropri- 
ates about $1,900,000 immediately needed for 
deficiencies created by the failure of the Demo- 
crats in the last Congress to appropriate the 
money necessary to carry out the work 


of some branches of the public service.’ 


The discussion was mainly confined to 
three items, upon each of which the re- 
port of the committee was sustained. There 
was anitem of $400,000 for the Government 
Printing-Office. Mr. Hiscock said the reasons 
why it was necessary were that the last Con- 
gress bad cut down the estimates of that ollice 
$300,000 and bad imposed upon it a greater 
burden of work than ever before. There were 
some 
DEMOCRATIC OBJECTIONS TO THE ITEM, 
but the most the Democrats could say was that 
the House Committee on Printing and the House 
itself had given extravagant orders for work. 
There was the usual talk about a general bill to 
bring about a reform in the public print- 
ing. such as is heard every yeac when- 
ever an item of appropriation for 
the public printing is under considerauon, and 
every year Congress makes more extravagant 
orders for work, and is, therefore, compelled to 
make more liberal appropriations, and the men 
who make the complaints vote for the extra 
printing. There are now pending in the Com- 
mittee on Printing bilis and resolutions cailing 
for the printing of extra copies of d@umeats 
which have been heretofore ordered by Con- 
gress, the aggregate cost of the printing of 
of which will be more than $1,500,000. Certainly 
the Committee on Printing is 
NOT ALTOGETHER TO BLAME. 

It has often happened that when it reported ad- 
versely on a resoiution to print copies of a cer- 
tain document the House has overruled its re- 
port and ordered the work done. The demagogs

IN COMMITTEE. 
ALASKA-—THE SCHEME FOR MORE GOVERN- 
MENT OFFICES. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. ,18.—The sub-com- 
mittee of the House Committee on Territories, 
to which was referred the proposition to give 
Alaska a Territorial form of government, gave 
a bearing this morning to D. C. Hamas, formerly 
of the United States navy, and William H. Dall, 
of the Coast Survey, both of whom are familiar 
with the country as to its population, resources, 
and condition. Mr. Hamas stated that, in his 
estimation, the population was between 12,000 
and 13,900 whites and creoles, of which Juno City 
had between 500 and 900 whites, Sitka 200 whites 
and 250 creoles, and Fort Wrangell about 250 
whites. 

THE PRINCIPAL BUSINESS 
carried on is fur-trading, the canoing of fish, 
and mining. According to Mr. Hamas, the min- 
ing business the last year amounted to $60,000, 
although the mines are just beginning to be de- 
veloped. The canging of fish is also a new in- 
dustry, but it promises to become a considera- 
ble business, while the fur-trading amounts 
yearly to between $150,000 and $200,000. The 
timber business of the Territory is beginning to 
be important, and so is the exportation of fish 
and oil. With regard to the necessity for 
legisiation and some form of government for 
the Territory, Mr. Hamas said something of the 
kind was badly needed. He descrived the law- 
lesness existing as serious. There are, he says, 
no police or other regulations in the country, 
and no protection to life or property, and no 
means of evforcing contracts or the collection of 
debts, There are no means of acquiring prop- 
erty in land, and capital is driven off by inability 
to acquire property or have its rights protected. 
Mr. Hamas spoke of the traders selling molasses 
to Indians, from which the latter make 
„Hooch OO.“ 
a kind of whisky which they drink, and the ef- 
fect of which is to make them wild and desper- 
ate. There are, he says, no means of putting a 
stop to this evil. William H. Dale, of the Coast 
Survey, has been in Alaska for nine years. He 
says under the treaty by which the United States 
Government acquired Alaska the protection of 
thd law was guaranteed to ali the subjects of 
Russia residing there. The only laws, however, 
that are in force are certain Treasury regula- 
tions, but these confer no authority on any one 
to arrest or try offenders. There are 
certain old laws on the statute- 
books which apply only to cases of 
the murder of whites by Indians, when the 
crime is committed om shore, as the ad- 
mirality laws of which they area part apply 
only to the navigable waters. The sub-com- 
wittee will give a further hearing to persons 
having information as to the condition of the 
country at a meeting next week. 
THE UPPER PENINSULA HOMESTEADS. 

A sub-committee of the House Judiciary m- 
mittee, of which Mr. Taylor, of Onio, is CRair- 
mun, gave a bearing this morning to the parties 
interested in the disposition of several bilis ro- 
cently introduced bearing upon the question 
of declaring forfeited to the United

SURPLUS REVENUE. 
A TREMENDOUS REDUCTION EXPECTED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribwne. 

WasHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 18.— Tue surplus rev- 
enue & the Government for the last fiscal yeer 
was $100,000,000, One purpose of a large class in 
Congress is to reduce taxation so that there will 
be comparatively little surplus. There is some 
nconsistenacy in this, for while there is a general 
demand for a reduction of taxation, so that 
there shall be comparatively little surpius, new 
propositions to take money from the Treasury 
are daily presented to both Houses, Bills have 
been introduced to erect a sufficient number 
uf public buildings, for instance, to exhaust 
the surplus revenue for a number of years, even 
if it should continue at the extraordinary figure 
of the last year. There is one subsidy projected 
which alone asus for a guaranty of $50,000,000, 
The Treasury officers who have charge of the 
revenue do not anticipate that the surplus of 
$100,000,009 will continue, and, indeed, the sur- 
plus for the current fiscal year, which will end 
June 30 next, 1s estimated at $70,000,000, 

A Loss OF $30,000,000 

over last year. The estimate is based on the 
actual receipts for two quarters for the fiscal 
year. The surplus for the fiscal year of 1883, 
estimated upon the basis of existing laws, is 
still further reduced to $50,000,000, and in none 
of these estimates is any account taken of pos- 
sible years of poor crops, of financial disorders, 
or any financial or commercial contingency. 
In tne opinion of those who are 
in the best situation to be ioformed 
as to the working of the existimg laws, the 
surplus of the Government will be reduced from 
8100. 00. 000 last year to $59,000,000 at the eud of 
the fiscal year which will close June 30, 1883. This 
Caiculation is based upon current expenditures. 
There is one abnornal item in the National ex- 
pense account created by recent legislation 
which is a subject that statesmen cannot ignore. 
It may be said the certain expenditures uhdor 
the Arrears-ot- Pensions act will yet startle even 
those who originated the measure. 


STAR ROUTES. 
OPERATIONS OF THE GANG.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 18.—The -star-route 
sympathizers in Washington are trying to cover 
up their disappointment at Judge Sneli’s decis- 
ion ia the straw-bond cases by exulting over the 
failure of the star-route prosecutions in Judge 
Dundy’s Court at Omaha. Col. George Bliss, 
when asked what he knew of these cases, said 
they were local prosecutions not under his con- 
trol, and he knew little of the details. The 
cases Originated in the confession of the 
Postmaster at Deadwood that he had been 
giving false certificates of the arrival and 
departure of mails in order to enable contract- 
ors tu draw their full pay, though they had not 
fulfilled contracts This confession was ob- 
tained by Post-Office inspector Furay in an in- 
vestigation set on foot by himself. The strong 
local i ences of the mail contractors in that 
region—Mupro Saulsbury, one of ‘the largest 
mail cofftraptors, lives at Deadwood—delayea 
an indictment of the guilty persons, but it was 
finally had. On the trial, however,

refused tu testify, on the ground that he would 
criminate himeelf. Col. Biiss infers that the 
failure of this witness, upon whom the prosecu- 
tion seems to have unwisely depended, broke 
down the case. He is inelined to 
think the same strong local influence 
which has helped the defendants has 
also inspired the favorabie tone of the dis- 
patches from there regarding them, and bas be- 
gun a movement for Mr. Furay's removal.

4 UNPROFEOTED CITY. 

Tke License Committee of the Common 
Couneil seems to have abandoned all consid- 
eration of the increase of saloon-licenses for 
which there is a universal demand, simply 

it could not agree to the r- 
ous schedule of licenses proposed by Ald. 
Rierdan, taxing lumbermen ten times as 
mach as grogseliers. There is no doubt 
that the Riordan scheme was unfair and im- 
practicable, and so intended to be. It is man- 
ifestly absurd to assess a license fee of $1,000 
on a lumber-yard, when the authority to im- 
pose any license vn that business is doubtful, 
and allow whisky-saloons to eseape with a 
fee of $100. But the gross inequality of the 
Riordan scheme is certainly no excuse for 
shelving the whole subject. Itis pretended 
that Riordan’s resolution was so constructed 
that it was necessary to adopt it as a whole 
or not at all; but it is safe to say hat if 
the License Committee had been. at 
all anxious to act upon this mat 
ter it would have found some means 
for reporting a proper scheme to the Council. 
This committee is made up of Purceli of the 
Eighth Ward, Appicton of the Second Ward, 
Wanzer af the Thirteenth, Dean of the Elev- 
enth, and Blair of the Eiehteenth. Are all 
these men as fearful of offending the whisky- 
shops of Chicago as Mayor Harrison has 
shown himself to be? 

Every day reveala some new evidence of 
the absolute necessity for an increase in the 
police force of this city. Chief McGarigle 
freely confesses that the present force is ut- 
terly inadequate to the protection of life and 
property, and he cites details which confirm 
the statement. There are less than 400 men 
to do patrol duty, and at the same time the 
principal thoroughfares, street-crossings, and 
public places are not properly protected. The 
outlying districts of the city are left to take 
care of themselves, In one of them, cover- 
img over three square miles and con- 
taining a population of 2,000, there 
are only five policemen, and in another cov- 
ering over one square mile and containing 
aver 30,000 people there are only seven po- 
licemey. There might just as well be no 
policemen at all in most of the residence 
distriets. Obief MeGarigie contends that 
there ought to be at least 500 mere police- 
men; and meantime the notorious made- 
quacy of the force is a atanding invitation to 
the thieves and roughs of the whole country 
to make Chicago their headquarters. 

Nobody pretends to deny that a saloon 
license of $1a week is ridiculously low. The 
existence of nearly 4,600 saloons in the city is 
of itself a proof of the fact, Nobody pre- 
tends to deny that a charge of $100 per annum 
far beer-saloons and $200 for whisky-saloons 
would be entirely reasanable—so reasonable. 
in fact, that it would reduce the number of 
saloons but little and increase the revenue 
therefrom fully threefold. Nobody pretends 
to deny that the saloons are, directly and 
indirectly, responsible for a large proportion 
of the vice and crime which make an in- 
creased police force absolutely essential to 
the safety of the city. Mr. Cragin, of the 
Citizens’ Association, has made a calculation 
showing that, while the saloons pay in the 
aggregate oly $182,000 a year into the City 
Treasury, they have inflicted upon the City 
Government an annual cost of $980,000 in ex- 
cess of expenditures that would otherwise 
have been unavoidable. But this estimate 
takes no account of the loss of life and prop- 
erty and the injury to individual and public 
morals due to an insufficient police force. It 
is not possible, therefore, to escape the con- 
clusion that public safety and justice alike 
demand such an increase in saloon heenses 
as shall support a police force large enough 
to protect the city: And yet Mayor Harri- 
son maintains a stubborn silence on the sub- 
ject, the License Committee of the Council 
throw it one side, and there seems to be 
not one member of the City Legislature who 
unites the ability, earnestness, and energy 
whieh might compel that body to provide the 


e relief.

LAKE-FRONT QUESTION IN CON- 
GRESS. 

The sub-committee of the House Judiciary 
Committee is to give a hearing at Washington 
the 23d inst. to interested persons on the Lake- 
Front question. The President of the IIII 
nois Central Railroad Company, the Mayor of 
Chieago, and a number of property-owners 
and attorneys have been summoned as wit- 
nesses. The sub-committee enters upon the 
consideration of this subject with a strong 
prejudice against the claims of the railroad 
company to the submerged lands or any of 
them, and an inclination to make no grant 
for library, or depot, or any other purpose 
which shall carry with it a title to those 
lands or help establish a claim to them. At 
the same time the committee have formed no 
conclusions on other questions which cannot 
be removed by argument. They are prepared 
to hear both sides in a candid spirit, and par- 
ticularly desire that the merits of the case 
may be fully presented to them on behalf of 
the railroad company, the city, and individ- 
uals having interests at stake. 

There are two bilis before the committee. 
Both were introduced by Mr. Aldrich. One 
is included in the other. The first bill makes 
a dedication of Dearborn Park to the city 
for library purposes. The second bill sur- 
renders the right and title of the United 
States to the streets and grounds dedicated 
to public use in that part of the City of Chi- 
cago known as the Fort Dearborn Addition, 
except Block 1. Mr. Aldrich has given notice 
of an intention to propose at the proper time 
an amendment to this bill strictly limiting 
the grant to streets and grounds west of the 
Uunais Central right-of-way. Without such 
amendment, it is said, the bill would hardly 
receive respectfp! consideration in the com- 
mittee, and would have no chance of being 
favorably reported to the House, The rep- 
resentatives of the railroad are said to be 
anxioUs to have the limitation apply only to 
that part of the Fort Dearborn Addition west 
of the lands now “occupied ” by the IIunois 
Central Railroad Company. 

To complicate matters still further, the 
Academy of Design is contesting the claim 
of the Public Library to all of Dearborn 
Park. The friends of the academy assert 
that the library could well spare one-third 
of the park, and then it would have more 
ground than any library in the world oceu- 
bles. The Academy

A striking want of agreement between 
the persons whe shall appear in behalf of 
the various interests is likely to impress 
itself upon the committee and defeat all. 
Uence it is very desirable that some com- 
promise shall be agreed upon. Congress 
ean probably be induced to vacate the Gov- 
ernment’s shadowy title to Dearborn Park 
and the two blocks between Randolph and 
Madison streets, provided the grant is fixed 
by metes and bounds, or it is stipulated that 
the act shall not affect the title to the lands 
east of the Illinois Central right-of-way, and, 
as the railroad company pretends to possess 
these rights independently of the Govern- 
ment, it cannot reasonably object to such a 
settlement, which would leave its case in 
other respects precisely where it was before. 
But the Library Board and the Academy of 
Design should, if possible, come to some 
agreement, or, if not, collect evidence to 
show that one or the other is the better en- 
titled to the exclusive possession of Dear- 
born Park. The library, being a public in- 
stitution supported by taxation, would seem 
to have much the better claim, but its case 
will need foreible presentation in order to 
carry conviction to the minds of the commit- 
tee. e

SHIPHERD’S GRAND GUANO SCHEME. 
We print elsewhere an article from the 
New York Tunes giving a graphic biograph- 
jeal sketch of the crank Shipherd, who is 
making so much commotion in Eastern cir- 
cles in connection with his grand 1,200 
million Peruyian guano scheme. How 
he sought to gain the favorable notice of 
James G. Blaine when Seeretary of State for 
his * Peruvian Company,” with the object of 
securing the indorsement of the United 
States Government to his wild scheme, is 
now made known to the public in the pub- 
lication of the diplomatic correspondence. 
The crafty course he pursued whereby he 
claims to have inveigled Gen. Grant, Acting~- 
President Arthur, ex-Senator Conkling, 
Senator Blair, Senator Eaton, ex-Go v. Bout- 
well, and other prominent men appeared ia 
our Washington dispatches of yesterday. 
His method ef operation may be brie@y de- 
scribed: 

He issued a prospectus of the “ Peruvian 
Company” in pamphiet form with three 
other decuments, one containing “sugges 
tions of points to be included in an agree- 
ment between the Government of Peru and 
the Peruvian Company”; the second provid- 
ing fora “Peruvian sinking-fund serip,” to 
be issued for the debt of Peru, which the 
company was to assume; and the third, which 
was entitied “Chain of Title,” comprising 
all the documents upon which the company 
relied in the prosecution of the Cochet claim. 
In the pamphlet that claim—which the com- 
pany was, according to Shipherd, to recover— 
was placed at $1,200,000,000 in value. This 
vast sum, according to the glowing language 
of the documents, was to be had for the ask- 
ing, and Jacob R. Shipherd was the person to 
do the asking. The documents, which were 
marked private and indorsed with a re- 
quest for their return to Shipherd, were 
sent to every prominent statesman, politician, 
and capitalist whom Shipherd thought could 
be of any use to him, provided they bit at 
his bait. Among those to whom the “ pri- 
vate” circular was addressed was Gen. U. 
S. Grant, whom Shipherd wanted for Presi- 
dent of the Peruvian Guano Company. The 
second choice of Shipherd for President was 
ex- Secretary Bristow, and after him ex-See- 
retary Boutwell, ex-Gov. Hawley, ot Con- 
necticut; penator W. W. Eaton, of Con- 
necticut, who had been Chairman of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations; and Gen. 
George B. MeClelian, who had a prominence 
as a military man and as a Democratic can- 
didate for the Presidency. 

He finally concluded that ex-Secretary 
Boutwell would be just the man to retain as 
special counsel to prosecute the 1,200 million 
claim in Peru, and it is said that he offered 
him a retaining fee in the matter. Shipherd 
was particularly anxious to obtain the serv- 
ices of Stephen W. Dorsey, and he secured 
an introduction to him and unfolded his 
plans. Dorsey was delighted with the 
scheme, and consented to act as General 
Manager of the “Peruvian Company,” and 
Shipherd was in ecstasy. 

The star-route exposures rendered Dorsey 
valueless to Shipherd, and he was sunk in 
grief when he had to drop him. 

Among others to whom the seductive pam- 
phiets and documents were sent, with strict 
injunctions to return them after perusal, 
were Mayor Seth Low, of Brooklyn; ex-Gov. 
Morgan and ex-Vice-President William A. 
Wheeler, of New York; Simon Cameron 
and ex-Senator William A. Wallace, of Penn- 
sylvania; ex-President R. B. Hayes, of Ohio; 
ex-Senator Conkling; Senater John A. Lo- 
gan, of IIlinois; and ex-Senator Thomas A. 
Hendricks, of Indiana. 

Senator Blair, of New Hampshire, was 
captured to the extent of subscribing for a 
block of the guano stock. 

In a letter from Shipherd to Minister Hurl- 
but, dated New York, June 2, 1881, Shipherd 
says: :

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Under the date of Nov. 15 Shipherd writes 
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THE CHICAGO RIVER NEXT SUMMER. 

The act of the Legislature authorizing the 
Canal Commissioners to turn the waters of 
the Desplaines River and Lane’s Lake into 
the canal any time after Sept. 1, 1881, unless 
the City of Chicago should arrange in the 
meantime to furnish a new supply of water 
at the rate of 60,000 cubic feet per minute, 
made the completion of the Bridgeport 
pumping-works even more important to the 
people of Chicago than to the people who 
live along the line of the canal and river. 
The purpose isto purify the waters of the 
canal, which, it is claimed, are polluted by 
Chicago sewage. It has become a question 
whether the additional flow of water shall be 
provided at this end so the sewage may con- 
tinue to be carried away through the canal, 
or whether the waters of the Desplaines 
and Lane’s Lake shall be turned into 
the canal, thereby assuring a current 
into the Chicago River and the deposit of 
the sewage in the vicinity of the crib, where 
it would inevitably poison the water we 
drink. The Canal Commissioners assented 
to a postponement of the date at which they 
might have cleansed the canal with water 
from the Desplaines in order to give the 
Mayor of Chieago time to build the guard- 
lock and complete the pumping-works, but 
with the understanding that the work should 
be done as soon as possible. The sum of 
$175,000 was appropriated by the Council, 
and the money is in the Treasury—some of it 
fora year. The contract for the construc- 
tion of the pumps was finally let for $147,500, 
with the stipulation that they should be 
erected within ten months from Sept. 1, 1881, 
when pumping was to be begun. It was the 
business of the Mayor to restore the old lock, 
however, or build a new one, and it was nec- 
essary to do this in the winter after the close 
of navigation. The present winter has 
been peculiarly and excepiionably favor- 
able for the work, but now it’ is 
nearly at an end, and spring is at hand, 
and it is reported that not a spadeful of 
earth has been turned for the lock, nor a 
stone put in place, and that the construction 
of the lock, without which the pumps can- 
not be operated, will need te be postponed 
till after next winter, and cannot be set at 
work before 1883-34. If this be a correct 
statement of the case, the Canal Commis- 
| sioners will probably be compelled by the 
State to let the waters of the Desplaines next 
summer into the canal. ‘The Chicago River 
may be a putrid and reeking mass of decay 
and corruption, ruinous to the health of the 
city. 

The responsibility for this frightful pros- 
pect rests upon one man, and that man is the 
present Mayor of the city. The money is in 
the Treasury, the weather has been wonder- 
fully favorable, and the lock ought to have 
been finished before this time. But Carter 
Harrison, as Mayor, has neglected or refused 
to prosecute the work. Indeed, something 
worse than neglect seems to be involved 
in the case. From the first, this man Harri- 
son, the record shows, opposed building the 
pumping-works as useless. He interposed 
obstructions at evéry step in the prelimina- 
ries. He yielded only when his resources of 
obstruction were exhausted, and his omission 
to order the buildimg of the lock during the 
present mild, open winter seems to have 
been prompted by malicious determination 
to defeat the work. It looks as though Car- 
ter Harrison would rather risk the horrors 
of epidemic sickness in this city next sum- 
mer by reason of afoul river and poisoned 
drinking water than to confess that pump- 
ing-works can accomplish what he said they 
could not. Inere has never been so baneful 
a manifestation of his well-known arrogance 
and perversity. 

The Citizens’ Association is likewise blame- 
worthy for permitting that functionary to 
thus defy the State law and hazard the pub- 
lie health. It should have exposed his in- 
ertness or unwillingness to proceed with the 
work from week to week. Public opinion 
would then have compelled him to do 
his duty. If it ig now too late to con- 
struct the lock this year, as it can only be 
built when the canal is not used for naviga- 
tien, the people can only await the conse- 
quences in the hope that the Canal Commis- 
sioners may again be prevailed upon to post- 
pone the other remedy which is within their 
control. If there be still time to go on with 
the work, and the Canal Commissioners can 
be induced to suspend navigation long 
enough to enable the completion of the lock, 
the Citizens’ Association should lose no time 
in prodding Harrison to undertake it. But 
if, by reason of his hostile obstinaey, the ca- 
nal shall be occupied with the water of the 
Desplaines River to the exclusion of the 
water from the Chicago River, and the ac- 
cumulation of sewage in the South and Main 
Branches of the Chicago River and along 
the lake shore shall produce unendurable 
stenches and general sickness in this city 
next summer, Carter Harrison may better go 
back to Kentucky without delay, and never 
show himself in this community again.

It the people who happen to be living in 
Chicago and other parts of the world in 1897 
are surprised at the advent of a catastrophe 
compared with which the Chicago fire will 
seem like the buzz of an insect by the side of 
the toar of a cyclone they will not be able 
ta complain that they have not been fore- 
warned in time by a-good authority.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS OF CRIME 

The police of this city have, to their credit, 
within a few weeks unearthed several com- 
binations and confederacies of thieves, and 
recovered large quantities of stolen goods. 
The robberies in these cases, judging from 
the quantities and values of the goods re- 
covered, indicate the wholesale character of 
the business carried on by these men. One 
of these gangs has been for six months 
systematically robbing and plundering the 
freight-cars on one of the railroads, while 
it is notorious that other railroad com- 
panies are also subject to like depre- 
dations. ‘he successful capture of thieves 
and the recovery of stolen property, 
whether that property betaken by a pick- 
pocket on the street, or be the proceeds of 
a burglary of a dwelling or a warehouse, or 
of an entire car-load of merchandise, inva- 
riably discloses the fact that the principal 
market for all these goods is that furnished 
by the so-called pawnbrokers. It is safe 
to assert that nineteen-twentieths of the 
property stolen in this eity is diaposed 
of by the thieves to the pawnbrokers. That 
it is often arranged beforehand that those 
planning a wholesale burglary contract 
witha pawnbroker to take the goods and 
pay on delivery, was established by the evi- 
dence in the Friedberg case; and yet, though 
the burglary in that case Included murder, 
and though the goods Were found in the 
pawnshop within an hour after they were 
stolen, it required two years in which to 
convict the promoter of the burglary and 
the receiver of the goods. The murderer of 
the faithful officer shot down by the burg- 
lars at the pawnbroker’s door has defied 
the vigilance of the law. It has been long 
notorious that the pawnbrokera’ shops, or 
the fences for the receipt ef stolen goods, 
are an essential part of the eriminal system 
of this city, and that the facility for disposing 
of stolen goods here has rendered Chicago 
the most profitable place in the country for 
all forms of robbery. 

The police have therefore in Chicago not 
only the burglars and other thieves to con- 
tend with, but they have a system of receiver- 
ship which defies the law even more success- 
fully than do the thieves. These purchasers 
of stolen property in Chicago have become a 
most formidable guild. They are formidabie 
in numbers and formidable in their wealth ; 
they are invaluable te political committees, 
because they can give liberally to elect their 
friends to the City Council and to all other 
municipal offices. They vote solidly, and 
with their customers, the thieves, and their 
vote counts heavily on the side of whatever 
ticket is the choice of the criminal popala- 

They enjoy substantial immunity from 
criminal prosecutions. If one be arrested

woman, or child. Thereis a permanent mar- 


ket for whatever is to be sold. Boys are 
especially encouraged to pilfer, and bring 
the result to be converted into cash. Boys 
and girls and servants are instructed as to the 
class of articles the most desired, and what 
clase will yield them the amount of 
cash. Persons employed in stores are especial 
favorits at these fence-establishments, and 
they are encouraged not only to steal, but to 
steal all they can. In these establishments 
beginners and children in crime learn the 
tempting fact that for whatever they steal 
they can find prompt cash customers, and in 
time they also learn that after they have be- 
come thieves they cannot give up the busi- 
ness; the receivers compel them -under 
fear of exposure to continue robbing 
their employers and become purveyors 
of stolen property to these establishments. 
The gambling-houses are open inyitations to 
all persons to obtain money, honestly or dis- 
honestly, and empty it into their banks. 
They ask no questions whether the man or 
boy is risking his own or another’s mouey. 
But these receivers of stolen goods ply their 
vocation even less guardedly. They invite 
every man to bring whatever he can steal, 
and offer to pay him in cash a percentage of 
ite value. They will take anything, whether 
it be a child’s cap, a wateh, an overcoat, the 
plunder of a warehouse, or the freight taken 
from a train of cars. It makes no difference 
to them what be the weight or bulk of the 
thing stolen, They will buy a single over- 
coat or 500 overcoats. They will buy metal, 
whether it be one bar ot steel or a ton of 
brass manufactures. They offer the thieves 
an unlimited market, and this explains why 
they have an unlimited trade. 

Is there anything that can be dune to break 
up, or to limit, or to check this business? 
Cannot the Mayor even regulate it? Can he 
not stipulate with these men after the man- 
ner of hig treaty with the gamblers? Can 
he not require that when stolen goods are 
found on their premises they will return 
them, at the Mayor’s request, to the owners ? 
Can he not make it a condition that they 
shall close their establishments at sundown 
every day, and shall keep them closed on 
Sunday? Can he not be induced to prohibit 
them buying anything from minors? In 
other words, can he not in some way miti- 
gate the perpetual encouragement of crime 
by the public, and the undisguised and 
actually advertised purchase of stolen 
goods? It is useless to contend with thieves 
and burglars when there are scores of estab- 
lishments unmolested where any thief can 
convert his stolen property into cash. 
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Tur good work of training nurses for the 
sick-room is extending rapidly. A school, 
modeled after that of the Bellevue Hospital 
in New York and the Chicago school, which 
was established abouta year ago by a num- 
ber of ladies in this city, is about to bestarted 
in New Orleans.

HOW IS YOUR ARM? 


Dangers Encident to the Use of Virile 
Vaccine Viras—Human Mood Inocu- 
lated With Stable Debris—The Best 
Form of Anhnel Lympkh—Cow Itch.

At the present time, when everything relating 
to small-pox and veccipatiog is read with un- 
usual interest, by reason of the prevalence of 
the one and general acveptance of the other as 
a means of protection against the dread disease, 
an article on the frauds practiced in the produc- 
tion of vaccine virus, and the dangers 
incident to its aduiteration and use, 
claims the first attention of the reader.

“Great, indeed, is our horror at these atroci- 
ties, but geater still, we feel certain, must be 
your gracious Majesty's pain ead indignation at 
the suffermgs thus inflicted on thousands of 
your subjects. 

Uuttt last year Jews and Cbristians througb- 
out your Majesty's empire lived on terms of 
amity rarely, if ever, disturbed. No act of the 
Jews has been committed to Warrant the inter- 
rupuon of the friendly attitude ot their neigh- 
bores or the goodwill of ru 
Your Jewiah subjects love and honor rour 
Majesty, and in their and 
syuageogs pray for your Welfare. They 
respect the laws and pay the State ita just dues. 
They serve your Majesty in peace and war, even 
without hope or chaace of then, and wil- 
ingly lay down their lives for country that 
bas given them birth, and that has hitherto 
tected them. In truth, they are — ba 
our sacred books to promote the welfare of the 
land which eheliers them, to obey ite lawe, to 
honor its rulers, and to love as themselves their 
neighbors, though differing im faith; and the 
Isrueiites, acting ia conformity with those pre- 
cepts, are inavcent of cause for the oppreasion 
that has befalien them. 

* We have reason to believe that in most cases 
it has not been the bonest, law-abiding neigh- 
bore of the Jews who have mated or perpe- 
trated these lamentabie ex but profes- 
sional agitation from a distance, acting upon the 
turbulent and revolutionary Spirits, the enemies 
of law, loyalty, and order. Nobetter proof of

Its Ul- treatment of our brethren, an idea which 
we are cop vinced could newer have been, how- 
ever faintly, conceived by the benigaant and 
humane it olf your Majesty. 

Al deplorubie results ba ve ensued from 
the terms in which these commissious have beeu 
issued. For many loval authorities, in anticipa- 
tion of the repocts of the commission, have put 
ia tore Certain ancient laws of domicile, which 
had fallen into desuetude, and have ftorcibiy 
driven the Jews, stil smarting from their recent 
calamities. away from the towns and vi 
which they have so long been permitted to in- 
habit: while others, perhaps a littie less inku- 
man, have allowed them te remain oaly on con- 
dition of their being pent up witnin the limits of 
their ancient ghet tos. 

“With regard to the imputations that have 
been made upon your Majesty's Jewish subjects, 
we humbly submit to your Majesty that what- 
ever exceptional social position they may oc- 
cups, or whatever failingé may be ch to 
some of them, these are due maiolyto the ex- 
optional laws to whieh they have been so long 


subjected. 

It. in some places, undue activity has char- 
acterized their conduct in certain trades and 
oceupations, we believe it to be because other

Needed te Supplement Local Gevern- 
ment im Large Cities. 
To the Editor of Whe Chicago Tribune. 

Cm, Feb. 17.—A Government lixe ours, 
by. of, and for the people, carries with it the 
idea that each person enjoying its benefits 
should contribute bis just proportion for its 
support. And, outside of the ranks of babitual 
tax-fighters, ali property-owners respond read- 
ily, if pot cheerfully, to the demands of the Tax 
Collector 


In the rural districts and smaller towns the 
machinery of government seems fairly to meet 
all the natural wants fer which government is 
needed—such as the protection of persous and 
property; the maintenance of schools, high- 
ways, and courts of justice; the support of or 
proper aid to the dependent classes; the abate- 
ment of nuisances; and the punishuient of 
crime; and there js little cali for any voluntary 
organized effort to supplant its work. 

But ia large cities like Chicago we find differ- 
ent conditions. The population, instead of 
beimg. as ip the rural districts, almost entirely 
honest and industrious, contains a large element 
ot vicious and depraved character and habits; 
while on every hand are agencies and influences 
whose teudencies are toward vice and crime, 
rather than in the direction of good morais—al!

contro|ling, element in municipal politics, or 
to the ease with which it can be mantpulated by 
politicians, and the dislike of the better class of 
citizens to mix in the dirty of ward politica.

Mr. Justin McUarthy, 
the Irish leader pro tem., will shortly submit 
a home-rule scheme, but I doubtif it wiil sut- 
isfy the Premier, and I am sure it will not suit 
the Irish National party. Mr. McCarthy, if [ 
may judge from his magazine articles 
on the subject, favors the home-rule enjoyed 
by the provinces in the Canadian Confederation. 
Ireland is to have absolute control over all 
minor legislation affecting her interests, and to 
exercise a supreme voice in the regulation of 
educational, religious, and municipal mat- 
ters. But. if in the Dominion provincial 
autonomy is constantly ciasbing with fed- 
eral supremacy, what would happen in 
Irelani? On the Canadian pian all acts passed 
by Parliament on Coilege Green would be sub- 
ject to review and disallowance by the Imperial 
Ministry, and unless [ am wofully mis- 
taken this would lead to a smash-up 
before home- rule was a year old. It is possible 
to conceive of a harmonious Irish Parliament, 
composed of advanced Nationalists, whose 
ambition is an Ifish Republic, and Ujster 
Orangemen, who see the Pope’s hand 
in everything, and who look upon Mr. Parnell as 
the direct representative of King James, but I 
do not believe that such a body could be con- 
stituted as things go now in Ireland. ’ 

THE OLD IRISH PARLIAMENT, 
whose glories were so often sung, was a Protest- 
ant body wholly, and, moreover, at that 
period of Irish history the Ulster men 
were quite as “advanced” as the men 
of Munster. But since then Ulster has 
become the seat of the Orange society, and 
Nationalism is extinct there.

The Great Find of Royal Mammies at 
Thebes—The Stone of Kom-el-HMama- 
dra~Two Tombs of the VI. Dynasty— 
Entrance to the Pyramid Maydoom,

M, Maspero bas just published his official report 
of the great find of royal mummies at Thebes, 
The narrative is enlivened by numerous phow- 
graphs, among which are those of the mummies 
of Thutmes III. and Ramses 1l.—the grand old 
monarchs whose titles are inscribed on the Cen- 
trai Park obelisk. The texts of the interiors of 
the pyramids of the V. and VI. Dynasties, opened 
at Sakkara last spring and summer, are also ap- 
pearmg in rapid succession in M. Maspero’s 
„Recueil.“ published at Paris. Besides these 
discoveries, concerning which accounts have al- 
ready appeared in your columns. three addi- 
tional discoveries pave been recently made 
which do not deserve to be passed by in silence. 

In the desert tive miles west of Kom-el- Hama- 
dra—a village on the western border of the Del- 
ta, and midway between Cairo and Alexandria 
—the Bedaween unearthed a large stone which 
they described as “taller than a man, and cov- 
e witb fine wri Herr Emil Brugsch, the 
Conservator of the lak Museum, and brother 
o1 Dr. Brugseh Pasha, or atonce to the 
spot, and found the stone to be a Steia, or tablet. 
used by the Egyptians to record decrees and cpi- 
taphs. This newly-discovered monument is in- 
seribed with tri-lingual texts, which prove to be 
copies of the Decree of the Syaod of Priests as- 
sembied at Canopus, ordain the deitication of 
Berenice, the daughter of Ptolemy Euergetes, 
and creating a ut order of priests to be called 

decree 1s dated the td of the 

bi, of the ninth year of Ptolemy 

Euergetes (B. C. 23%, and js consequently nearly 

a century oider than the famous Rosetta Stone. 

Another copy of this same decree of Canopus is 

inseribed upon the stone of San, or Tunis, in 

the Boolak Museum, of which the British Mu- 
seum possesses a cast. 

To appreciate the interest that attacnes to 
this new find, it be well to recall the fact 
that in 1819%'22p it was the tri-lingua!l Rosetta 
Stone that yielded to the researches of Young 
and Champollion the key to the language of 
ancient Kgypt, and thus became, as Muriette 
says, the instrument of ove of the greatest dis- 
coveries that do honor to the nineteenth cent- 
ury.“ Not, bowever, until Lepsius and Mariette, 
in 1865-'66, brought to light the Greek, hiero- 
giyphic, and demotic texts of the Canopic Decree 
engraved upon the Stone of San, was the ac- 
curacy of Cnampoilion’s mode of 9 
hierogiyphics confirmed, and the study 9 
Egyptology placed on sure and sound grounds. 
The Stone of Kom-ei-Hamadra—as, judging 
from avalogy, 1 su this stela will hence- 
forth be called ars the same decree 
as that of San, except that the texts, 
inscriptions, and representauons are very 
much fuller and detailed than are those of 
the latter. The steia is a splendid piece of 
workmanship: it ig of limestone, and mcasures 
eight feet bigh by three feet wide and two and 
4 half feet thick. The top is rounded, and rep- 
resents the winged disk and pendent uri ser- 
pents, together with the upper and lower por- 
tions of the crown psbent. Below the urci ser- 
pents there are some tweive lines of bierogly pha, 
and representations of Ptolemy Euergetes, his 
Queen, and bis daughter Berenice, the Queen 
of Virgins.” Then follows the decree in Greek, 
hierogiyphic, and demotic. This stela has al- 
ready been placed ju the Boolak Museum, which, 
with the additions of the past year, is now quite 
as rich in monuments, tavlets, mortuary relics, 
and writings—barring bistorical pupyri—as are 
the combined collections ot Europe. This is as 
it should be, for ptian relics have ao artistic 
value here, which they lose in the uncongenial 
climate and surrounding of Europe and America. 

The second discovery that I bave to announce 
is that of two tombs of the VI. Dynasty, which 

resent the earliest known instances of the arch. 

tombs are of private persons of high rank. 
They were discovered near the most southerly 
group of Sakkara pyramids, and within a stone’s 
throw of the prominent truncated pyramid of 
King Unas, knowft a4 the Mastava-el-haracon. 
It should be remembered that in the interior of 
the Pyramid of Mycerinus of the IV. Dynasty 
the smallest of ide tree great Pyramids of 
Ghizeh—theré is a way the top of whien, 
although resembling au arch, is not constructed 
on the principle of an arch—that is to say, blocks 
were placed borizontally, one projecting beyond 
that immediately * it, til the uppermust 
two met in the centre: the interior angies being 
afterward rounde@- off to form the vault. Ser- 
eral instances of these pseudo- arches are known 
to exist in tombs of Vi. and later Dynasties, 
but no true arch had bitherto been found previ- 
ous to those in the ‘tombs of the XVIII., XIX. 
and XX. Dynasties,tiear Thebes. The arches in 
the two recently @scovered tombs of the VL 
Dynasty are built over the entrances, They 
have ornamented keystones, and are beautifully 
constructed of fine Dricks. 

The third discovery to which I have referred 
ig that of the long-sought-for entrance to the 

yramid of Maydoom—a pyramid which will 
probably turn out to be at least a century older 
than the Great Pyramid of Cheops, and hence 
the oldest known monument in Egypt. This 
pyramid, situate some uf teen miles to the south 
vf Ghizeli, is one of the most striking landmarks 
oa the Niie. From 4 distance it seems to stand 
on the top of a billock; a nearer view shows 
this hillock to be furmed by the crumbiing away 
of the outer casing of the pyramid itseif. It is 
called by the Arabs el Haram ei Katdab”™ 
(the faise paramid), for ge suppose it to be 
formed of the rock itself. Its geueral appear- 
acce has been described by Miss Ameiia Ed- 
wards as “an uafinished Tower of Babel.“ The 
Pyramid of Maydoom is doubtiess the most 
carefully coustructed and altogether the best 
bullt pyramid in Egypt. About fifty years ago 
Ibrahim Pasha, wishing to effect an entrance, 
thundered away at it for a whole day with artil- 
lery. He neither attained bis object, nor did 
the pyramid itself syffer much material injury. 
A few weeks ago Maspero’s workmen, after a 
long and careful seareb, removed the massive 
blocks which had 60 long concealed a small 
opening, that soon proved to be the much-cov- 
eted entrance. This aperture was discovered on 
the northern face of the pyramid, and at a con- 
siderable distance from the base. The corridor 
leading from the entrance toward the interior 
has been cleared for a distance of forty-five 
metres. This corridor is similarly disposed, and 
is constructed in the same manner, as that of 
the Pyramid of Cneops. Tue entrance to the 
central chamber is effectually blocked up by the 
failing of the roof of the corridor. The work- 
men are, however, busily ** in clearing 
away the débris—a task both difficult and peril- 
gus, which may require one or rbaps two 
months. The only texts thus far found in the 
corridor are the inscriptions of the two scribes 
who visited the interior of the pyramid in the 
time ot the XV. Dynasty. Recently discov- 
ered collateral evidence tends to strengthen the 
hypothesis that the pyramid is that of King 
Snefroo, of the III. Dynasty, who reigned, ac- 
cording to Brugesch, C. 3766, or, according to 
Mariette, B. C. 4200. The picks of the Arab 
workmen will, however, soon determine the 
question. 

Discoveries of the startling and dramatic nat- 
ure of those of the carefully preserved royal 
mummies, and the opening of tong-ciosed pyra- 
mids and tombs, are perbaps overshadowed, as 
fur as pure scientific value is concerned, by a 
new region in Egyptology recentiy opened by 
the successful exertions of Dr. Brugsch Pasun 
and M. Kevillout. These two savants have made 
a speciaity of the demotic writing of Egypt—a 
writing 80 intricate and confused as to be unin- 
telligibie to some of the keenest Egyptologists. 
The hieratic writing, used almost exciusiveiy by 
the priests, is to the bierogly phic what the hand- 
writing of the present day is to print. The de- 
motie is a very much abbreviated form of the 
hieratic, and stands in about the same relation 
to the hierogiy phic that our shorthand does to 
the page of a printed book. Moreover, the de- 
motic, being written in the hurry of everyday 
business, actually presents a penmanship so 
cramped and careless as to add almost insur- 
mountable obstacivs to the already difficult task 
of deciphering it. 

The demotic came into use during the X XVI. 
Dynasty, and be used for ordinary business 
and legal transactions, its literature gives an in- 
sight inte jaws, social state customs, and 
manners of the Egyptians that is not to be boped 
for from the scholarly and monumental styles 
of the hieratic and the hieroglyphic. An excel- 
lent account of the nature of the treasures 
which demotic scholarsbip has in store for us, 
appeared in a recent numberof the London 

mes. It seems that no less than several thou- 
sand demoric papvri are preserved in the cul- 
lections of London, Paris, Berlin, Leyden, and 
Turin. These documents, mostly of a 1 — 
character, are no longer a terra incognita, but 
furnish a solid basis for the study of the law in 
its earliest development. The demotic papyri 
provide us with the deeds of sale, of transfer, of 
gift, of partnership, of endowment; leases of 
bouses and lands; m bonds; receipts 
for taxes and other payments, marriage settle- 
ments, marriage contracts, decrees of divorce, 
title-deeds, inventories, etc.

CHICAGO, Feb. 13.—To the Honorable Mayor 
and City Council of Chicago: Your petitioners 
would respectfully represent that their society 
is a benevolent organization, established and 
maintained for heiping emigrants in various 
ways, and particularily to find work for those 
who seek work. 

In the pursuitof this object we have had am- 
ple opportunity to acquaint ourselves with the 
deleterious, if not tatamous, methods practiced 
by certain so-called empioyment- bureaus, Work- 
ingmeu who fail a prey to these harpies have to 
pay a heavy fee, and are seut away from the 
city bundreds of miles, only to be dismissed 
after perhaps a week of actual work.

New York, Feb. 16,—If aay one nes that 
Spiritualism is a lost art. or that sensible people 
are not just now living on the best terms with 
their defunct relatives, they should get aboard 
the first train for New York and disabuse their 
minds of wrong impressions. ' 

Mediums may be expose every afternoon. 
but by nightfall they have gathered a new gang 
of disciples and make proselytes by thé score. 

I have been giving a litle attention to the at- 
fairs of the other world Since getting into 
the radius of some aitistic people who 
are enthusiasts on the. subject. The 
latest wonder in the m line is a Mrs. - 
Crindle Reynolds, a large red-haired woman 
with a cast of countenance ening the abil- 
ity to take care of herself. This woman has 
been holding séances at the houses ef our alev- 
erest people, and so mYstified a party of thirty a 
week or so ago that they drew up articies of 
faith simply stultifying, and signed them with 
self-sacrfficing delight. For, great and wide- 
spread as this mania seems to be, the believers 
in it seem cranks to the large majority. The 
effect of such a document as Mrs. Crindle Key- 

nolds won from the thirty is immediately seen 
in the withdrawal of confidence, the falling ot 
of business relations, and the decline in 
the commercial value’ of the convert. 
Su marked is tiffs that ex-Surrogate Daily comes 
out in a card avowing bis intention to stick to 
Spiritual belief, though his clients consider bim 
unfit to at tend to legal affairs properly in con- 
sequence. 

Some of the strangest proceedings have been 
enacted since Mrs. Reynolds’ advent among the 
faithful. Atthis special meeting of thirty, the 
medium went behind some curtains; the isevit- 
able darkening had been effected, when in the 
dim light sixteen different Sgures emerged in 
solemn procession. They came in Indian 
file, and they hunted in couples: the 
faithful were dumb when two figures, 
linked hand in band, stalked out before 
them. Everybody recognized some dead friend; 
the long-lost Isaac returned to Mary Ann, and 
Ichaboa saw. bis grandma large as life. Among 
the guests there was a Wall street broker, a well- 
known man, Mr. Kiddie, the late School Com- 
missioner, a Mr. Beard, one of the best citizens 
of Brooklyn, and other gentlemen and ladies 
who would be known well t mentioned. The 
Wall street broker had for many years sustained 
the relation of busband without the little for- 
mality of a certificate of marriage. The lady 
in the case, a very pretty woman, bore the 
broker four children, and @ marriage on their 
account was planned, but ere it was car- 
ried into effect jhe poor woman died, 
and the broker with a very sad 
heart devoted himself to the children. At this 
particular séance, which took place on Sixth 
avenue near Central Park, the broker was 
thrilled to the soul by one of the spirits whom he 
recognized ata glance to be the unfortunate 
Miss ——.

Perbaps three 
minutes thereafter a figure was seen in the dim 
light to walk out from behind the curtains; it 
heid its arms aloft, and seemed to totter in-its 
walk. This ghost was on its tip-toes—its hight and 
gait denoted that. Theo it disappeared, and a 
short chunk of a spirit made its appearance. No 
one seemed to recognize Shorty, who after afew 
moments retreated, and was next followed by a 
loving couple who clung together and moved in 
concert as if the line “United we stand” was 
written for them. 

Just bere Mr. Beard suddenly turned a gas jet 
full on; and there stood Mrs. Reynolds, holding 
a mask with a lot of lace sewed round it a little 
higher than ber own head, and bearing another 
mask and more lace at about the same altitude 
in her outstretched right hand. 

As the full glare struck her a cry was made 
by most of those present; the woman made an 
abortive’effort to reach the curtains, but on sec- 
ond thought threw up ber hand and fell in a sort of 
trance or fit.

WHY MR. & & GRERLEY VOTED FOR HIS 
RETIREMENT. 
To the Natter of The Chicago Tribune. 

Curcaco, Feb. 17.—Three months ago the Rev. 
Mr. Miln resigned bis pastorate of Unity Church, 
giving as a reason bis frequent and severe bead- 
aches, and stating that he had for some time 
expected to announce his purpose to retire from 
the ministry upon the expiration of the year.

ART IN CHICAGO. 


An Energetic Display of Genuine Inter- 
est by Oscar Wilde. 

Oscar Wilde has come and gone, and in all 
Chicago he found nothmg to interest bim save 
the work of the young sculptor, John Donoghue, 
to whom his attention was drawn by the presen- 
tation of a lovely medallion figure of a young 
girl, illustrating these lines from one of Mr. 
Wiide’s poems: 

Lily-like, white as snow,

Notes from the Studios and Galleries. 

Joan Phillips, the portrait painter, bas in his 
studio at the Leland House a portrait of Mrs. 
Martin, of this city, hien is fully equal in. work- 
manship to that of Mr. Frank T. Jervis now on 
exbibition at Jansen & McClurg’s. “Although it 
is quite different Mm tone from that gentlemau's 
picture, it bas all the softness and delicacy coin- 
bined with the strefigth and careful modeling to 
be seen in the former work; while the artist has 
most happily caught the pleasaut and interested 
look of his sitter. Mr. Phillips bad considerable 
difficulty in persuading Suilivan, the prize- 
fighter, whose portrait he will execute 60 soon 
as that gentieman'’s countenance is in a pro- 
sentable condition, to pose for him in anything 
less dignified than a dress-coat and its accom- 
paniments.

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THE GUITEAU TRIAL.

English sent on the Guiteau Trial 

—Defama Assault on the Ameri- 

caus—Says Grief for Garfield Was 

an Artificial Sentiment, and Morbid 

Pride—Rebukes the English fog Show- 

ing Sympathy.

The trial of Guiteau for the murder of Presi- 
dent Gartield bas at last terminated in a verdict 
of Guilty.“ The jury took something less than 
aa hour to come to a conclusion upon the enor- 
mous mass of talk to which they have been com- 
polled to listen, thus completely disposing of the 
rumor that one of their number had determined 
to resist to the uttermost the only verdict at 
which it seemed possible for unbiased minds 
to arrive. It te matter for congratula- 
tiem that American justice has been 
spared the crownmg scandal of such an 
unseemly contest, with the possible failure of 
the prosecution it would have involved. in the 
Guiteau case the facts were few and practivally 
undisputed. No one doubted that Guiteau shot 
President Gartield, or that his dcath was directly 
due to the wounds be received. Ali that was 
really in question was the sanity of the prisoner. 
Even that was not called in qWv@stion as regards 
his life prior or subsequent to the crime; the 
contengon being simply that he was insane for 
a limited period, and after a very peculiar fash- 
ion, In the examinanon of a theory than which 
none more untenable, more preposterous, or 
more completely devuid of foundation in tangi- 
ble fact was ever propounded by rational! be- 
ings, an e amount of time has been 
wasted, and the administration of justice in 
America has been brought into grave disrepute. 

Americans are naturally anxious to piead 
whatever eXtenuating circumstances can be 
touna. iney point out that Judge Cox is not a 
functionary at all to be eompared with a Judge 
of our High Court, and that the tribunal over 
which he presides is a local court charged with 
the settlement of disputes in the District of 


Columbia alone. But, while admitting tnat 
there is some force in this regarded as an ex- 
planation of Judge Cox's weakness, we must 
point out that bis court takes cognizance of the 
gravest crimes and has the wer to pass sen- 
tence of death, This circumstance to- 
tall destroys the analogy which some 
have sought to establish between Ju 
Cox and a County Court Judge in 
this country, or an Alderman sitting in judg- 
ment in the city. It may be possible to tind men 
dischurging judicial funcdonas amoung ourselves 
who would aot have made a much better hgure 
than he in similar circumstances, but such men 
in this country have no oppurtuaity of trying 
cases of importance. It is undoubtedly a blot 
upon the legal system of the United States that 
u mun whose areu of jurisdiction is exceedingly 
limited, and whose qualifications are apparently 
measured by that area, should yet be invested 
with the attributes which in all other civilized 
countries belong to high functionaries chosen 
with the utmost care from among élite of the 
a nf profession, 

t is impossibie, however, for any one who has 
followed this oe ior — trial through its luag 
history of turbulence and confusion not to sce 
that sometbing more than the imperfection of a 
legal aystem or the breakdown of a Judge is re- 
quired to explain it. Pubiic opinion is tolerably 
are in America, and would certainly bave 

raced up Judge Cox to more vigorous treatment 
of the case bad the American people feit any 
genuine diwappruval of bis management. It is 
impussible to the suspicion that 
the trial has been followed with a great 
deal of interest. and pleasure, not, indeed, 
by the cultivated Americans, with whose 
irritation it is easy to sympathize, but 
by the great mass of the newspaper-reading 
public. Every one connected with the case was 
too obviousiy play tug to the gallery; and the 
gailery was perfectly content that the E 
should be prolonged as much as possible. be 
of sensation, of excitement, of novelty, of some- 
tum to talk about is perhaps the msl conuspic- 
uous characteristic of the commonplace Ameri- 
cas. The gratiticacion of the demand for sen- 
sation begxa with che commission of Guiteau's 
sensational orime. The secrets of the Preai- 
dent's sick room were published day by day with 
a fulloess of detail which nothing but a prurient 
desire for sensadon from any source can ex-

pn and speculators upon the chances of 
ie tor a man threatened with pyemia. The 

riet felt for the loss of the President was un- 

oubtediy sincere; but it was curious min- 
gied with an artificial sentiment. The Nation 
wus wounded and felt the wound: but it also 
took a sort of morbid pride in feeling that there 
was something exceptional about its misfort- 
une. That this judgmeut is not unduly bared is 
Rares by the mariner in which the trial of 
zuiteau has been received by the Aimericans at 
large. It has been a kindof pa enacted for the 
be nerul amusement, always with more or less in- 
tention to end it with the death of the culprit, 
but yet with full enjoyineot of all the sensation 
that could, be extracted in the mean- 
time. President Gartield has been itarg ly 
forgotten in the excitement of baiting Guiteau: 
and Englishmen who took the grief of America, 
perhaps, a littie too seriously may now justiy 
feel that an unnecessary call was mude upon their 
sympathies. How ie it possible on any other 
hy potbesis to explain the ecenes of broad farce 
enacted day after day in court without a symp- 
tom of popular disapproval? How otherwise 
can we explam the minuteness with which all 
that went on was reported over the whole of 
America dy newspapers which naturally pro- 
vide what their readers desire? That thousands 
of Americans have looked on ia disgust at what 
they were powerless to control we have no doubt 
whatever; but it is clear that the great mass of 
the peop:.e enjoyed thespicy details served up day 
afterday. Guiteau understood perfectiy what 
was expected, and laid himseif out to provide it. 
His real aim was not to prove the ridiculous 
theory of his momentary — or of his in- 
spirauon, but rather to make fun for the people 
outs.de, He played tne gladiator ju the arena, 
making an interesting and amusing fight for 
life, in the hope that a pleased audience would 
raise their thumbs and ultimately save the min- 
ister of their pleasures. Nor are we at ail sure 
that he has miacaicula the effect of his buf- 
fvonery. It is hardly human oature, of the 
type that finds pieastre in such displays, to 
watch a man pidying a desperate game for its 
amusement for so long a time witbour asking it- 
seif vhether, afterall, it is necessary that he 
should be banged. Given men at that type, we 
confess that we should think better of them did 
they thus admit that the wretch whom they 
hifve played witb, cat-fashion, for so long has 
established a sort of claim .on their compassion. 
Roman virtue burdly sits well upon a popula- 
tion that bas laugned for weeks at the bwoders 
of Scoville and the intervention of Scoville's 
wife, the ponderous earnestness of the pros- 
ecuting counsel, and the running fire of abusive 
commentary from the prisoner upon all con- 
cerned. hat ‘Guiteau richly deserves to be 
hanged none can doubt for a single instant. 
That a nation bas the right to hang him which 
bas turned the sufferings of his victim into food 
for sensation, his crime into a jest, and bis trial 
into a prolonged faree, is perhaps less entirely 
self-evident.
